REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art does not 
teach nor fairly suggest a tissue or method of making it including a flexibilizing system in its 
surface as claimed. Specifically, the prior art fails to teach or suggest the proportion of 
flexibilizing and opacity increasing agent as it is now claimed. It is the examiner's opinion that 
the claimed using the additives in the claimed proportion would have not been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art, since the closest prior art, Anderson, teaches greater proportion of the 
opacifying agent in relation to the flexibilizing agent, along with the fact of the unexpected 
results in the net change of opacity.
